WASHINGTON, April 26.—(/)— 


President Roosevelt today selected 
Harry L. Hopkins to round out a 
works triumvirate charged with put- 
ting $4,000,000,000 into the drive to 
take off the relief rolls all who are 
able to work. 

In a colorful press conference the 
president told a hundred or more 
newspaper correspondents that Hop- 
kins, Secretary Ickes and Frank ©, 
Walker would be of equal rank in 
carrying out the works program. 

As outlined by the president, 
duties of the three would be: 

Walker to head the division which 
receives and passes on all applications. 

Ickes, head of the allotment board 
which will decide on the division of 


funds. 

Hopkins to lend vim and vigor to 
the drive, kecping tab on its progress, 
supervising purchases, seeing that the 
workers come from relief rolls and 
ixing wages for the different sectious 
of the country. 

Confers With Aids. 

Hardly had he finished sketching 
the plans for the program to the re- 
porters before the president went into 

night mecting with eight govern- 
ment officials to give them a fresk 
outline of what he expected them to 
jo. Among them were Hopkins, Ickes 
and Walker.

Monument Symbolic of 
Colonists’ D et er mina- 
tion To Dare, Endure. 


NORFOLK, Va., April 26.—(7)— 


Described by President Roosevelt in a 
message as symbolic of “traits that 
conquer—the will to dare and the will 
to endure,” a rock-hewn granite shaft 
this afternoon was dedicated at Cape 
Henry to the hardy band of cava- 
liers who landed there 328 years ago. 

From C. Peery, governor of 
Virginia, who outlined the history of 
the voyage which brought the first 
permanent English settlers to Ameri- 
ca, the orcasion evoked a call for the 
future. “As they conquered and built 
up the greatest nation on éarth,” he 
said, “we, their descendants, should 
have the strength and courage to keep 
that nation great and strong.” 

Lieutenant Governor Joseph J. 
Hurley, of Massachusetts, found the 
occasion symbolic doubly of “religion 
and patriotism, the bulwark of Ameri- 
can civilization today,” and pleadéd 
for a retention of these virtues. 

As the principal speaker of the oc- 

casion, the Rt. Rev. James ©. Free- 
man, bishop of Washington, charac- 
terized the monument as a challenge 
to sacrifice and service. ‘‘We are in 
troubled waters,” he said, as he plead- 
ed for “worthy pilots” to lead the 
way. 
‘The calm blue waters of the At- 
lantic and an April sun that shone 
brilliantly formed a picturesque set- 
ting for the double exercises conduct- 
ed by the assembly of tidewater 
Virginia women on its thirteenth an- 
nual pilgrimage to Cape Henry. Some 
2.000 persons gathered on the sand 
of the Fort Story military res- 
within a stone’s throw of 
the ocean, to witness the religious 
exercises, conducted by the Episco- 
pal church and the dedication of the 
monument, erected by the National 
Society, Daughters of American Col- 
onists. 

From the Cavalier hotel at Virginia 
Beach, where he had been guest at 
lunch, the governor's party arrived at 
the dedication site at 3:30.

460 MILLION FUND 
S VOTED FOR NAVY 


WASHINGTON, April 26.—(?)— 
The house passed with a thundering 
chorus of “ayes” today the record reg- 
ular naval appropriation bill for peace- 
time—a_ $460,000,000 measure to build 
the fleet to treaty strength. 


The measure now goes to the sen- 
ate, where expected passage will boost 
the administration’s national defense 
program close to the billion-dollar 
mark when coupled with the recently 
enacted army appropriation bill. 

The laying down of 24 more ships 
toward a treaty strength navy by 
1942, adding to 11,000 enlisted men 
and contracting of 555 new airplanes, 
is provided in the measure. 

Condemned in debate as preparation 
for foreign wars and defended as es- 
sential te peace-time: defense, the bill 
completes the $400,000,000 war de- 
partment supply measure. 

A determined group of members 
from the inland states—led, however, 
by a representative from coastal New 
York, Sisson, democrat — expressed 
their objections to such a large naval 
outlay, by forcing a record vote on a 
motion to send the bill back to com- 
mittee with instructions to pare it 
down 20 per cent. 

Sisson’s motion was defeated 56 to 
289 after Representative Boileau, 
progressive, Wisconsin, unsuccessfully 
tried to strike out all funds for ship 
construction and Representative Kop- 
plemann, democrat, Connecticut, lost 
an attempt to delay new ship build- 
ing until March 1, 1936. The bill final- 
ly was passed on a voice vote. 

An attempt to take out the authori- 
zation for congressmen to name four 
naval academy cadets each year in- 
stead of three also was swept aside. 

Naval committee members made no 
effort to restore $15,000,000 clipped 
from a $29,000,000 item for the new 
ship. construction. It was plainly 
stated*in the committee report on the 
measure that nothing in the bill meant 
that contracts for the originally pro- 
posed 24 ships should not be contract- 
ed for and a supplemental appropria- 
tion obtained if desired.

Sturdivant Scouts Theories, 

Chief T. O. Sturdivant discounted 
the theories that robbery or a grudge 
growing out of Guyol’s lottery trans- 
actions were responsible for the crime. 
Cutcliffe, however, maintained that 
his partner was shot by a man who 
intended to rob Mr. and Mrs. Guyol 
as they got into their automobile on 
the way to the theater. The man 
fled as soon as the shot was fired 
because he was afraid the shot would 
attract neighbors, Cutcliffe maintain- 
ed in explaining why the killer had 
not stopped to pick up the money and 
jewels Guyol and his wife had drdp- 
ped to the floor of the automobile 
when the man approached. 

_Cutcliffe yesterday told Chief Stur- 
divant that Mrs. Guyol was frightened 
into a panic when the man approach- 
ed the car and fell into her husband's 
lap when the killer thrust the pistol 
into the car. She told Cutcliffe she 
did not hear the explosion of the gun 
and remembered hearing only a 
“swish.” 

“Outsiders” Hinted. 


The telephone warning to Outcliffe 
was interpreted by police to indicate 
an outside gang was making an at- 
tempt to “muscle in” on the Atlan- 
ta lottery racket by the gangland 
method of “rubbing out” the local lot- 
tery leaders. 

While Cutcliffe did not discount the 
telephoned threat on his life, it did 
not send him into hiding. He was 
seen several times Thursday night and 
yesterday on Peachtree street and in- 
formed his friends that he would wel- 
come an encounter with “the man 
who bumped Eddie off.” 

The Guyol killing, lottery operators 
and writers said yesterday, had put a 
severe crimp in the local lottery busi- 
ness. Many of the writers reported 
that business had fallen off more 
than 50 per cent, while some of them 
announced they were going to sus- 
pend their activities “until things 
blow over.”

Charges aired at the meeting of 


the prison committee of council 
- called to probe the escape of three 
prisoners. from the supposedly 
‘‘escape-proof” city Jail reveal the 
existence of conditions in the jail 
for which there is no possible ex- 
cuse and the responsibility for 
which must be definitely placed. 
if the numerous escapes. that 
have been made from the new jail 
are due to the assignment of in- 
competent men 4s guards, then the 
higher-ups responsible must be 
held accountable. ie 

Councilman Haire, a member of 
the police committee of council, 
charges that the’ committee is to 
blame because it is “trying to keep 
virile, smart criminals behind the 
bars with old men, who should not 
be on the departmént in any ca- 
pacity.” 

If this is not the case, then the 
responsible heads of the depart- 
ment are at fault. Chief Sturdi- 
vant takes the position that if his 
orders had been carried out the es- 
capes would not have taken place 
—but it is the duty of an executive 
to see that his orders are fulfilled 
as well as to give them. 

An even more serious charge af- 
fecting the safety of the lives and 
property of the people of the city 
is the statement of Councilman 
White that. “leakages of informa- 
tion to criminals: has prevented 
many successful raids and 1 believe 
was largely responsible for this de- 


livery.” 
Councilman Haire emphasizes that 


“there is no need to police the city, 
sweep. its lawless elements into the 
jail and then let them walk out 
again,’ and Mayor Key takes the 
unequivocal position that “there ‘is 
something radically, wrong and the 
committees in charge should find 
out and correct it.” 

If criminals are being tipped off 
from within the ranks of the police 
force, and if they are either being 
aided to escape after they have been 
locked up or placed in charge of 
men incapable of coping with them, 
it is no wonder that underworld 
conditions that disgrace the city 


have developed.

“Recently extracts were published 
from a report in the Berliner Tage- 
blatt of a special interview in the 
course of which Mr. Lloyd George 
was stated to have said to that pa- 
per’s London correspondent: “I ad- 
mire the new Germany, which inter- 
ests me more than any other coun- 
try in the world today. . . . I fol- 
low with interést the sympathy the 
task of construction.” The report ‘add- 
ed that Mr. Lioyd George said he was 
strongly in favor of equality of status 
for Germany, which: he thought had 
been brought: nearer by the result of 
the plebiscite in the Saar. In the 
course of.a-reply to a correspondent 
who wrote to Mr. Lloyd George men- 
tioning the treatment accorded. in Ger- 
many to liberals and other opponents 
of the present German government, 
and to Jews, it is intimated, on be- 
half of Mr. Lloyd George, that the 
report did not correctly convey what 
was said in conversation, “Mr. Lloyd 
George (says the reply) asks me to 
say that the German journalist who 
came down here was given a written 


statement by Mr. Lloyd George, which 
I attach for your information. .. . 
Mr. Lloyd George’s comments on what 
has passed in Germany have appear- 
ed in unequivocal terms from time to 
time in the newspapers, and he feels 
sure that you are aware of his atti- 
tude on the treatment of the Jews in 
that country.” 

The text of the statement given by 
Mr. Lloyd George on January 14 is 
as follows: When that equality of 
status which is the right of so great 
a people is honestly conceded to Ger- 
many, I am looking forward to the 
day when its highly trained intelli- 
gence will help mankind to an era 
of established peace and continuous 


progress.

MORBID INFORMATION LEADS 
TO UNHAPPINESS. 

If a child inherits: any social dis- 
ease from its parents, asks a reader, 
how will it manifest itself? : 

In other words, the reader requests 
me to send symptoms on approval. 
Wants to try them on, and if they 
suit his taste he’ll keep them. If not, 
he'll have still another doctor's name 
to add to the long list of doctors who 
eouldn’t diagnose his case or help him. 

Thére have been occasions when 
this cursed column has displayed as- 
sorted symptoms as temptingly as 
possible with the avowed purpose of 
catching "em young, so to speak,. get- 
ting their interest or attention so we 
could influence their habits and per- 
haps prevent further loss of health. 
But from the first, believe it or not, 
Ol’ Doc Brady has had a conscience, 
and accordingly symptoms hare not 
had much of a play here. 

By “any social disease” the reader 
who submits the query means syph- 
ilis. That is the only “social” dis- 
ease likely to be “inherited.’’ 

In truth syphilis is not. inherited, 
though too often it is congenital— 
that is, present at the birth of the 
child. It may be stated emphatical- 
ly that while we know that syphilis 
may be transmitted directly from par- 
ent to child, there is no ground for 
the common notion that this disease 
may be transmitted “unto the third 
and-fourth- generation.” I am speak- 
ing now of the specific disease which 
we recognize today as syphilis, and 
not of any consequences or concomit- 
ants of this or other serious disease. 

So a child cannot “inherit” syph- 
ilis. Unless the child has syphilis 
when born, it will not develop any 
manifestations of the disease later on. 

The infection of the child by syph- 
ilis is contact infection, from the 
mother. Usually the father has the 
disease, infects the mother, and she 
in turn transmits the disease to the 
unborn baby. The _ spirochetes or 
causative organisms of the ‘disease in 
the mother’s blood pass into the blood 
of the developing child. Formerly it 
was the belief of physicians that in 
some instances a syphilitic father 
might transmit the disease to his 
child without infection of the mother, 
but we know now that this was an 
error of observation, as proted by the 
Wasserman blood test which shows 
that the mother in such instance has 
syphilis which is latent, not active 
for the time being. 

For the enlightenment of people 
who may be the victims of vicious 
gossip, I wish to point out the in- 
significance of any symptoms or signs 
which purport to indicate that a child 
or an adult has syphilis. Only a 
physician can give a reasonably fair 
opinion as to the significance of any 
such symptoms or signs and his opin- 
ion requires a check with the blood 
test to make it good enough to go on. 
So the busybodies and the neighbor- 
hood. gossips only betray their malice 
when they start whispering this scan- 
dal about any child. 

This disease is décidedly infectious 
threugh venereal or through ordinary 
contact in the first two. or three 
years, but persons with old syphilitic 
lesions, that is, of more than three

Anderson was shown to have filed 
a $10,000 suit against the company 
for injuries he claimed were received 
when a motorman shut a car door 
on him. 

The negro’s conviction marks the 
eighth sentence growing out of the 
widespread investigation of fake dam- 
age suits by the office of Solicitor- 
General John A. Boykin. Three attor- 
neys have been convicted by juries 
and given chain gang sentences, and 
four other negroes have pleaded guilty.

the atom, because a disproportionate 
amount of energy had to be shot into 
an atom before any energy came out. 
But Dr. Dunning shot neutrons into 
lithium with an energy of only one- 
fortieth of a volt, and this released 
energy from the lithium atoms 
amounting to five. million volts. 
Neutrons are tiny fragments of 
atoms carrying a neutral electric 
charge. They are the most penetrat- 
ing of the various kinds of atom frag- 
ments used as projectiles in atom- 
splitting. Dr. Dunning was able to 
greatly increase the nenetrating power 
of the neutrons by first slowing down 
their speed and cooling them by shoot- 
ing them through liquid air. 
e chief drawback at present to 
sulaaahie large amounts of atomic 
energy through Dr. Dunning’s new 


technique is the scarcity of neutrons. 


‘The best source of them at present is 
the rare radon gas given off by ra- 
dium, but seientists hope to find 
other moré prolific methods of produc- 
ing them.

Arguments for Taxes. 

“Such a system, supplementing out 
presént estate and gift taxes,” Mor- 
genthan said of his plan, “would ee 
in well with the rest of our federa 
fax structure: would add to its bal- 
ance and strength, and would not ma- 
terially interfere with the present es- 
tate and gift taxes.” 

“The result of this proposal, * he 
said, “would be that gifts and ffheri- 
tances would be taxed at progressive 
rates, and, under it, the co 

could provide for the effective rates 
to vary with the tax-paying capacity 
of the recipients of bequests and gifts. 

“On very large bequests or ee 
during a single year—$1, 000,000 o 
more—if the existing income hn 
rates are applied, the total tax would 
approximate 60 per cent.” 

Morgenthau suggested that to avoid 
hasty liquidation of large properties, 
it might be advisable to make the ir- 
heritance taxes payable in install- 
ments. 

He estimated the tax would yield

years. He said that England, with a 
population on'y one-third of Ameri- 
ca’s, and a smaller per capita wealth, 
collected more than $400,000,000 in 
“death duties” during the year end- 
ing March 31, 

Morgenthau told congress the pres- 
ent estate tax is estimated to yield 
about $190,000,000 next year. That 
tax is graded up to 60 per cent on 
estates of $10,000,000. or over.

The question as to whether inheri- 
tance would: be added to income for 
taxation purposes is one that has not 
beén decided, officials said. On this 
point it was indicated Secretary Mor- 
genthau had not been asked to ex- 
press his opinion, and therefore would 
not do so until requested. by congress.

New York + cals NRA enforcement 
law, known as the Schackno Act, was 
held unconstitutional by the Court of 
Appeals today but within two hours 
Governor Lehman signed amendments 
designed to meet the court’s objections 
to the law. 

The New York Court of Ape 
by a vote of four to three ruled that 
the legislature had no right to “leave 
to a national administrator to declare 
what shall or shall not be a crime 
in New York State.” 

Governor Lehman anticipated the 
court’s ruling by having the 1934 
state legislature pass amendments de- 
signed to give Secretary of State Ed- 
ward J. Flynn the right to decide 
whether a code should become state 
law.

For 18 monte 
Cocke devoted his time to reorganiza- 
tion of the university system. 

He was appointed manager of tae

named director of the council. 

Cocke graduated from the Univer- 
sity of Georgia in 1915. He spent 12 
months overseas with the American 
expeditionary forces during the World 
War.

Although the day was a_ holiday, 
Sturdivant and his aides continued 
their inqnistion into the details inci- 
dent to the escape and it was indicat- 
ed the chief will ask for a special 
meeting of the police committee in or- 
der to present the entire matter. 

Need of Special Meeting. 

There had been some talk a special 
meeting would not be called, but it 
was pointed out the regular commit- 
tee meetings always are crowded and 
the projected exhaustive inquiry into 
the escape with a view of fixing re- 
sponsibility could be handled with 
greater facility and thoroughness at 
a special convention of the committee. 

“I want the entire public to know I 
intend to recommend the immediate 
dismissal of any man from the service 
who had any connection or who con- 
tributed to the escape,” Sturdivant 
said. “I shall not tolerate laxity in 
2 he ogg of rules and orders. The 
ofily way to keep smart prisoners in- 
carcerated after we arrest them is to 
see that the rules are enforced.’ 

“T think it will be necessary to put 
tool-proof bars on all windows at the 
jail and especially on the cells occu- 
pied with felony cases,” Gilliam said. 
“Perhaps we should have done that in 
the first place. Our committee is un- 
dertaking a study of the entire jail 
set-up and will file our recommenda- 
tions within the next few days. 

“It might be proper to hazard a 
suggestion that the prisoners will bear 
a little closer scrutiny. If I were left 
to myself and in jail, I think I would 
attempt to devise some method of re- 
gaining my liberty and I believe it 1s 
human nature to want freedom.” 

Haire Criticizes Department. _ 

Councilman Howard Haire, vice 
chairman of the police committee, who 
Thursday. blamed the escapes “on the 
fact that we are trying to keep smart 
criminals in jail with a bunch of old 
men, who are physically unfit and 
should not be members of the depart- 
ment in any capacity.” broadened his 
criticism to include the entire depart- 
ment. ; 
“What we need to do is to replace 
the older men with young and virile 
men,” Haire said. “We have about 
15 up now for physical examination 
and I shall insist that -where men 
are physically unfit they be retired 
and replaced by young and active 
men. We owe that to the taxpay- 
ers who age paying the bill and who 
rightfully .expect us to do a good job 
of eatching prisoners and who cer- 
tainly have a right to expéct we 
shall hold self-confessed criminals aft- 
er we do catch them.” 

Sturdivant, Oscar H. Pendley, Stur- 
divant’s secretary; Mayor Key and 
Councilman Haire made an inspection 
of the jail during the day and when 
the group reached the third floor, it 
was necessary for a turnkey to sum- 
mon a negro porter to get keys to 
let a prisoner in. 

_ Violation of Orders. 

“That is strictly against the chief’s 
orders (referring to the fact that the 
negro had the keys)—an example of 
how the chiéf’s orders’ are carried 
out.” Pendley commented. é 

Key said he would refuse to sign 
any further vouchers for payrients 
to contractors or architects for con- 
struction of the new jail until he 
was convinced the escapes are not 
attributable to faulty planning and 
construction. Gilliam, as head of a 
subcommittee of the building commit- 
tee, is now busy with that end of the 
investigation. — 

The mayor asked why the city 
should be forced to build a jail around 
the jail when Haire suggested it 
might be necessary ta put teol proof 
bars outside the present windows.
